PREFACE 



Thb writer's object, in the following pages, is to oiBTer to 
lieads of families such forms of Prayer and Praise as may 
habituate a Christian household to the doctrines and 
duties of our holy religion. The knowledge of these is 
often imperfectly gathered froitt the public services of the 
Church; nor will occasional catechetical teaching (even 
had all persons the benefit of it) produce the effectual 
impression on the mind resulting from the daily use of 
words which Ot is hoped,) truly, and plainly, though in 
varied language, express the fiselings An intelligent chrifi- 
tian ought to entertain. Much will be gained ii we can 
learn habitually to pray and praise God according to the 
fbll practicid Fcnth of a christian, and the gtddance of the 
Holy Spirit. The writer has eikdealrOui^ to ^oite and 
fix a thoughtful attention, during the reading of these 
family serrices, by aroiding generalities, and by following 
as closely atf possible the lukguagej^as well as the gtiddaibde 
of scripture. The Prayers are also broken into the form 
of collects, that they may admit of being differently com- 
bined, and of forming longer or shorter seirvices, a» odca- 
sion may require. The table of " Selected Lessons " iB 
introduced in order to remove a difficulty in the way of 
reading the Old Testament aloud. It is of the Old 
Testament scriptures that St. Paul says they " are able 
to make thee wise unto salvation through faith which is 
in Christ Jesus." And it is scarcely too much to say 
that without a familiar knowledge of the Old Testament, 
the New cannot he fhoroughhf appreciated or understood. 
In the selection now offered, as much as possible has 
been included consistently with the purpose of bringing 
the whole into 865 lessons of moderate length, one for 
each day throughout the year.
